ADMONITION

Citizen’s Obligation: A mandatory requirement in the making of a citizen’s complaint against an officer or other department
member is that it be made honestly and as accurately as possible. Simple errors, omissions, and misconceptions are
understandable and not uncommon. However, a compliant which is false, and made with the knowledge it is false and with
spite, hatred, or ill will, could expose the maker of such false complaint to possible civil action. This advisement is not given
to dissuade the making of a bona fide complaint. These complaints should be made and investigated. It is directed only to
those few individuals who believe that false complaints against officers can be make with impunity.

In addition, persons filing false complaints against peace officers are subject to possible criminal action. §148.6 a(b) of the
California Penal requires that you read and acknowledge the following statement:

YOU HAVE THE RIGHT TO MAKE A COMPLAINT AGAINST A POLICE OFFICER FOR ANY
IMPROPER POLICE CONDUCT. CALIFORNIA LAW REQUIRES THIS AGENCY TO HAVE A
PROCEDURE TO INVESTIGATE CITIZEN’S COMPLAINTS. YOU HAVE A RIGHT TO A
WRITTEN DESCRIPTION OF THIS PROCEDURE. THIS AGENCY MAY FIND AFTER
INVESTIGATION THAT THERE ISNOT ENOUGH EVIDENCE TO WARRANT ACTION ON YOUR
COMPLAINT: EVEN IF THAT IS THE CASE, YOU HAVE THE RIGHT TO MAKE THE
COMPLAINT AND HAVE IT INVESTIGATED IF YOU BELIEVE AN OFFICER BEHAVED
IMPROPERLY. CITIZEN COMPLAINTS AND ANY REPORTS OR FINDINGS RELATING TO
COMPLAINTS MUST BE RETAINED BY THIS AGENCY FOR AT LEAST FIVE YEARS.

IT IS AGAINST THE LAW TO MAKE A COMPLAINT THAT YOU KNOW TO BE FALSE. IF YOU
MAKE A COMPLAINT AGAINST AN OFFICER KNOWING THAT IT IS FALSE, YOU CAN BE
PROSECUTED ON A MISDEMEANOR CHARGE.
